Voted, unanimously, to appropriate from Surplus Funds 
of the Water Department $28,500.00 to provide funds with which 
the Treasurer duly authorized, may purchase and cancel outstand- 
ing bonds or notes of the Water Department which he is able 
to obtain for an amount not in excess of the par value thereof 
plus accrued interest as provided by Section 11, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 


Article 20. Voted, unanimously, to authorize the liquidation of the 
Sinking Fund and to accept from the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners the balance in the fund after all the indebtedness for 
which the fund was created is paid; and that the sum so paid 
over to the Town be appropriated for the payment of serial sewer 
debt. 


Article 21. Voted, that a recreation commission be established pursu- 
ant to the provisions of Section 14, Chapter 45 of the General 
Laws to consist of three members to be elected at the next annual 
meeting for the election of Town Officers, one for one year, one 
for two years and one for three years and thereafter at each 
annual meeting for the election of Town Officers one member 
shall be elected for the term of three years.

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REPORT OF WORLD WAR II MEMORIAL 
| COMMITTEE 


The World War II Memorial Committee appointed in 1944 sub- 
mits the following report. 


On July 4, 1945 the Honor Roll, which now stands on the Natick 
Common, containing the names of those citizens and residents of 
Natick whose service in the Armed Forces of the United States in 
the immense conflict known as World War II is duly accredited to 
the Town of Natick, was dedicated. 


Since this dedication, at a Special Town Meeting held on Ditober 
2, 1945, it was voted to modify the authority and instructions granted 
the World War II Honor Roll Committee under Article 26 of the 
Warrant of the Annual Town Meeting of March 6, 1944, by author- 
izing and instructing the Committee to place upon the Honor Roll 
the names of individuals who served in the armed forces of the 
United States in World War II, who may be certified by the Board 
of Assessors to have been residing or domiciled in Natick at the time 
of entry into service, whether or not residing or working temporarily 
outside of Natick at the time of entry and irrespective of whether 
or not any other community shall be credited with his or her service, 
and that the name of any veteran of World War II who received at 
least ten years of his elementary and secondary school education in 
Natick and whose parents, brothers or sisters still reside in Natick, 
may upon application of those relatives be added to the Town of 
Natick Honor Roll. 


At the present time one thousand, six hundred, and fifty-five 
names have been placed upon the Honor Roll of which seventy-six 
represent those members of our community who have given their 
lives in the service of our country. Since the recent action of the 
town relative to names that shall be included, lists amounting to one 
hundred and eighteen names have been submitted to the manufac- 
turer so that nameplates may be constructed and placed upon the 
Honor Roll as soon as possible. 


The war emergency has not been declared officially at an end 
and in the opinion of the committee the names of those who have 
entered the armed services since the final cessation of warring 
activities between our country and enemy countries and who will 
enter the armed services from now until the emergency is officially 
declared over are eligible for recognition on the Honor Roll and 
therefore the duties of the Committee will necessarily be continued.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


é I. Vote of the Town 
At the annual town meeting held in March, 1945, it was 


VOTED: That the Moderator appoint a School Survey Committee 
consisting of five members to study the school housing situation and 
make such recommendations for repairs, consolidations, additions and 
new buildings as seem required. Said Committee shall present its 
recommendations as the need seems apparent and said Committee 
shall cause to be prepared rough plans and secure estimates of the 
cost of these suggested repairs, additions or new buildings, and that 
the sum of $1,000 be appropriated for the use of this Committee. 


This vote clearly indicates that the voters of the town have 
reached the following decisions: (1) the school housing situation in 
Natick requires serious study; (2) it may be necessary to erect new 
school buildings to replace buildings that should no longer be in use; 
(3) it may be desirable to effect consolidations of existing schools. 


II. Personnel of Committee 


The Moderator appointed as the School Survey Committee, 
Austin H. Fittz, Chairman; Ralph I.'Benton, Percy E. Morrill, Jr., 
Josephine A. Neary and Richard H. Potter. At the first meeting of 
the Committee Mrs. Neary was elected secretary. 


The citizens of Natick are entitled to know something of the var- 
ious backgrounds of these members. One is a former school superin- 
tendent and a former chairman of the Natick School Committee. He 
has had a lifetime of experience in educational work, and, in an 
executive capacity of one kind or another, has been associated with 
every phase of the educational program from and including the first 
grade to and including the university. He has served the Town on 
two school building committees and on two previous school survey 
committees. A second member is and has been for several years a 
member of the Natick School Committee. He was a member of the 
committee to remodel the High School and has served the Town on 
a previous school survey committee. A third member has been a 
teacher and is active in parent-teacher association work. The other 
two are representative citizens, forward looking and deeply interested 
in the present and future welfare of the community. 


Because the Committee is thus made up, in part of members who 
have had experience in school work, and in part of laymen, its delib- 
erations should result in well-balanced judgments. Each member 
has been ready to do his full share, and more than his full share, and 
each member has contributed an individual initiative that has resulted 
ima she! rounded-out development of the work of the Committee as 
a whole. 


All five members of the Committee are parents: two, of children 
who have attended the Natick schools; two, of children now in the 
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Natick schools, and one, of children still too young to go to school. 
Among the members of the Committee are the fathers of two sons 
who were among the many graduates of the Natick High School to 
serve with credit in World War II. 


III. Assistance of Superintendent of Schools 


At the outset of the work of the Committee it was apparent that 
the Committee could make very little headway without the aid and 
advice of the Superintendent of Schools, E. Davis Woodbury. The 
Committee has asked for, and has received, his assistance. He has 
given to the Committee freely of his time. He has been present at 
the sessions of the Committee and has participated in the discussions 
and deliberations of its members. 


Upon Mr. Woodbury the Committee has depended for informa- 
tion as to the distribution of the school membership throughout the 
different parts of the Town. His intimate knowledge of the school 
system has enabled him to answer readily the many questions mem- 
bers of the Committee have found it necessary to ask. His counsel 
has been sound and constructive, particularly as to the functions in 
the school program of the kindergarten and extra-curricular activities. 
His knowledge of educational progress in other communities has been 
helpful. Through him the Committee has been able to tap sources 
of valuable information based upon the experience of experts in 
school architecture, about which without his guidance it would not 
have known. 


’ IV. Other Assistance 


Before engaging the services of an architect to act in an advisory 
capacity, the Committee called into consultation one of our own 
townspeople, Helen A. Murphy, A.M., Ed. D., Assistant Professor of 
Education at Boston University. Dr. Murphy gave the Committee 
authoritative suggestions as to the number of pupils a teacher should 
be able to instruct with a maximum of teaching efficiency and the 
consequent most desirable sizes of schoolrooms. This acknowledg- 
ment is due her for the valuable service she has been willing to ren- 
der her town without financial compensation. 


The Committee has made free use of the detailed and authorita- 
tive School Building Code of the Connecticut State Board of Educa- 
tion. No other single source of information available to the Com- 
mittee has been so complete. 


The Committee has referred frequently to the report of the 
Spaulding Survey published by the Town in 1925. 


The Committee has called upon a number of our citizens and 
town officers for information in regard to various details it has had 
to consider. Their co-operation has been one hundred per cent. 


V. What Is Education? 


Herbert Spencer defined education as “preparation for complete 
living.” The child learns by doing. Hence, preparation for life in- 
volves participation in its activities as rapidly as the child is able 
readily t6 assimilate these activities. The kindergarten utilizes the 
play instinct of the child to develop in him a spirit of co-operation. 
In the primary grades he learns the rudiments of the three R’s, tools 
he will use throughout life. Geography acquaints him with his envi- 
ronment. History furnishes for him the foundation for good citizen- 
ship. Hygiene gives him the protective rules of good health. 
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From these beginnings the educational program expands in dif- 
ferent directions. Manual arts train for the trades; household arts 
for home making. As a result of education, the present day art of 
dietetics has done away with the former indiscriminate use of the 
frying pan. The curriculum of the college is designed to give a broad 
preparation for living; that of the professional school, an intensive 
training for a particular vocation. 


In a larger and more comprehensive sense, Spencer’s definition 
of education is not altogether accurate. In the final analysis educa- 
tion is a life process. We continue to do, and we continue to learn: 
until death doth us part. Nevertheless, the education of the child 
gives direction to, and largely determines, the development of the 
adult. An illiterate person is not necessarily unintelligent, but his 
lack of the ability to read limits the horizon of his understanding. 


VI. The Educative Process 


All education requires the utilization of one or more of the five 
senses, principally the senses of sight and hearing; in such subjects 
as drawing and the manual arts, to some extent, the sense of touch; 
and in the household arts, to a lesser extent, the senses of taste and 
smell. It is the function of the teacher to organize and direct the 
work of the child, to separate the essential from the nonessential, to 
emphasize the important, to present the new, to clarify the difficult, 
and to check for errors. From a few subjects of an elementary nature 
the program of studies broadens into a wider variety of subjects of 
increasing difficulty. More and more, the child is left to organize his 
own efforts, until in the high school he becomes largely independent 
of the supervision of the teacher. 


Throughout his school course the activity of the child on the 
playground supplements his work in the schoolroom. As the child 
grows older and approaches adult life, the free play and games of the 
younger children become the organized contests of the adolescent. 


VII. The Importance of Play 


Unfortunately, most of us have not, as yet, come to have a com- 
plete understanding of the importance of play in the growth of the 
life of a child into that of an adult. Play is one of the significant 
ways in which children learn. For the adult, play is a form of re- 
creation. With the child, on the other hand, fundamentally, it is 
creative; not re-creative. 


Because play is not usually directly useful, too many people re- 
gard it negatively as interfering with the development of work habits. 
They completely overlook the many benefits that can come from 
organized play. Among these benefits is the stimulus given to the 
initiative of the individual. Too often, the dependence of the child 
upon the teacher has tended to stifle his initiative and to make of him 
in later life a follower rather than a leader. Play develops physical 
well-being and so helps to lay the foundation for future good health. 


Furthermore, play requires of the child that he be “a good mixer”, 
an ability that is both a social and a business asset through life. The 
wider the participation of a child in games that require quickness of 
decision and action, coordination of muscular activity, skill in execu- 
tion and co-operation with others, the greater his versatility is likely 
to prove to be in adult life:’ Play in the form of games demands of 
the child a recognition of, and respect for, the rights of others; 
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hence is a powerful influence in character building. These various 
accomplishments are legitimate educational ends. The attainment of 
these ends is worthy of every effort of this community. 


Moreover, the child has an inalienable right to “the pursuit of 
happiness.” We, who are adults, we, who have an obligation to help 
to make this world a better place to live in, we, upon whom the 
responsibility rests of promoting the welfare of our children, owe it to 
the children of today and tomorrow, to give them the social and 
physical well-being, the satisfactions and the happiness to be gained 
through play. . 


VIII. Requisites for a Good School Site 


The requisites for a good school site are: (1) adequate space, 
(2) suitable surroundings, (3) centrality of location. 


ADEQUATE SPACE 

The first of these requisites is the most important. For an ele- 
mentary school of approximately two hundred children, consisting of 
a kindergarten and the first six grades, the site should contain at 
. least four acres; preferably from five to six or more. A site of. this 
size is required to provide: (1) ample space for play; (2) room for 
possible future expansion; (3) correct orientation of the school build- 
ing. 

Ample space for play. Ample space for play is necessary if the 
full educational values to be derived from play and games of different 
kinds are to be realized. Aside from forms of play natural to young 
children, such as ring-a-rosy and tag, that require no equipment, 
games for children in the elementary grades should include as many 
as possible of such games as ping-pong, croquet, handball, soft base- 
ball and others of a similar nature. The greater the variety and scope 
of these games, the larger the number of skills that can be developed, 
and the bigger the educational returns. 


Future expansion. Ample provision should be made for possible 
future expansion. A lot too large for present needs is likely to prove 
an advantage. Future acquisition of land that could have been bought 
as a part of the lot for the building usually will turn out to be far 
more expensive than the inclusion of that same land in the original 
purchase. y 


Correct orientation. The school building should not be too close 
to adjoining property. The distance from the street to the building 
should be great enough to prevent distraction from school work be- 
cause of noise. During a considerable part of the school year class- 
room windows are open. Road noises and activities are then apt to 
be disturbing to work within. The concentration necessary for study 
and recitation requires a quiet environment. 

The school building should be so placed that future additions, if 
required, as they probably will be, may be readily made. Roadways 
and walks and parking space should be carefully laid out. 


SUITABLE SURROUNDINGS 
A school building should not be located in a congested area. 
Landscape effects should be so planned that the child may work in 
pleasant surroundings conducive to cheerfulness. 


CENTRALITY OF LOCATION 
The school building should be readily accessible to as many of 
the school children who attend it as is possible. 
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IX. Standards of Schoolhouse Construction 


A school building should be architecturally attractive. Any other 
type of building is poor publicity for the community. It is from ap- 
pearances that strangers almost always judge a town. School build- 
ings of architectural excellence in keeping with the activities they 
house add to the well-being of the child. They make for community 
self-respect. They enhance real estate values. They help to make a 
community a desirable place in which to live. They attract new resi- 
dents. 


A one-story building is to be preferred to a two-story building. 
Fire and panic hazards are less. A one-story building substitutes an 
easier and more rapid horizontal traffic circulation for the more 
difficult and slower ascending and descending of stairs. The cost of 
a one-story building is not always greater than that of a two-story 
building, and sometimes is even less. When the cost is greater, it is 
not much greater, and the advantages of a one-story building over a 
two-story building more than offset the additional cost. 


The open-type plan of layout is to be preferred to the block type. 
The open plan affords a better opportunity to utilize natural light and 
ventilation, and segregates certain parts of the building for independ- 
env use. 


The school building should be as nearly fireproofed as is possible. 
It follows, therefore, that construction should be of brick. Danger 
points such as the boiler room, corridors and exits should be pro- 
tected by a fire sprinkler system. Although it is not possible to make 
a school building absolutely fireproof, it is possible to reduce the 
danger of any loss of life from fire almost, if not quite, to the van- 
ishing point. 

Schoolrooms should have an abundance of daylight. The sense of 
sight is one of the two senses most used in all school work. Vision 
is much more likely to be impaired by unfavorable conditions, to the 
detriment of school work and with the danger of serious consequences 
in after life, than is hearing. It follows that the light in a school- 
room should be the best obtainable. 


Fortunately, the dimensions of a schoolroom that make for the 
best light have been definitely détermined. The width (measured at 
right angles to windows) should not be greater than twice the dis- 
tance from the floor to the top of the glass of the windows. A width 
of twenty-two feet is most satisfactory. The light should come from 
windows on one side of the room only. The pupils should be so 
seated that the light will be from their left. The net glass areas of 
the windows should not be less than twenty per cent of the floor 
space. The height of the room should not be less than eleven feet, 
six inches. With the exception of the room in use for the kinder- 
garten, the windows should face either the east or the west. From 
the north the light is too dull, and from the south the midday sun is 
too glaring. The kindergarten room, which ought to have more sun- 
light than the other rooms, should have an exposure to the light from 
the south or the southeast. 


The area of the schoolrooms should be large enough to allow each 
pupil an average of at least approximately twenty square feet. Since 
rooms should be planned to accommodate thirty-five pupils, in no 
case should the length of the room be less than thirty feet. Some of 
the rooms should be larger than others to make provision for vary- 
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ing numbers of pupils in different rooms. The room in use for the 
kindergarten should be larger than other schoolrooms, to make allow- 
ance for the greater “activities of the kindergarten. 


Efficient organization of school work requires that the teacher 
should not have more than one grade to teach. Two grades in a 
room mean a diffusion of the effort of the teacher detrimental to the 
progress of the pupils. No building housing pupils below the junior 
high school should have fewer than seven schoolrooms, one for the 
kindergarten and one for each of the first ’six grades. In addition, 
every such building should have an assembly hall in which all the 
pupils can be brought together for general exercises such as those 
held in observance of national holidays, instruction by means of mov- 
ing pictures “to present visually things that are difficult to put into 
words,” the production of school plays, musical programs, and other 
activities of a similar nature that can be best carried out before large 
groupings of pupils, for the socialization of the child and the broaden- 
ing of his education. At other times the assembly hall may be used 
as a playroom and for extra-curricular activities such as instruction 
in instrumental music. 


The inculcation of habits of health and sanitation is a social 
necessity and an appropriate part of education. It is essential that 
our schools put theory into practice by providing toilet facilities that 
are adequate and sanitary. Good health habits demand that the use 
of toilets be not confined to certain periods or activities. Toilet rooms 
should be readily accessible from every classroom so that they may 
be used at any time with a minimum of interruption to school activ- 
ities. An abundance of natural light through outside windows and 
means for adequate positive ventilation are further essentials. 


There are many other standards of schoolhouse construction that 
it would be impossible to present within what is an appropriate length 
for this report. Nor is it necessary that they be included; for they 
are very largely details of a technical nature, too intricate and minute 
to be worth while for general discussion. ~The Committee has under- 
taken, however, to present as many of the more significant standards 
of schoolhouse construction as are necessary for an understanding 
of schoolhousing conditions in Natick. 


X. Community Use 


If a town is to get the greatest good from its school grounds and 
buildings, they must bé available for community use. School grounds 
can give double returns when they are used as community recreation 
centers as well as for ordinary school purposes. Here children and 
adults alike may gather outside the regular school hours for play and 
relaxation, and so use to advantage facilities that otherwise would lie 
idle. Lawn tennis courts for the use of older children and adults 
could be laid out on the school playgrounds in every part of the town. 
The assembly hall in the school building should be a center for 
gatherings such as meetings of parent-teacher associations, men’s 
clubs, women’s clubs, literary societies and hobby enthusiasts. 


XI. Schoolhousing Problems in Natick 


There are many schoolhousing problems in Natick. Three of 
these problems are urgent. The Lincoln School should be abandoned. 
The Nathan Rice School should be abandoned. Attendance figures at 
the Felchville and North Natick Schools indicate that the Felchville

School will become seriously overcrowded in the next two or three 
years. Before many years the East Natick School probably will have 
to be enlarged. The grounds at the East Natick School should be 
enlarged. ‘The grounds at the Eliot School should be enlarged. If 
the large real estate development planned in the northwestern part 
of the town proceeds at all according to schedule, this development 
will bring with it in the very near future the need of additional school 
accommodations in the western part of the town. 


After having given careful thought to these and other problems, | 
the members of the Committee have come to the conclusion that the 
problem at the Lincoln School is the most urgent. Therefore, they 
have centered their attention on the solution of this problem. It has 
taken all the time they have been able to give to the work of the 
Committee to have ready recommendations in regard to the Lincoln 
School for the 1946 annual town meeting. They have not had suffi- 
cient time, as yet, to give intensive study to any other major problem. 
They have, however, three other recommendations to make at this 
town meeting: (1) that the playground at the East Natick School be 
enlarged by the acquisition of land to the west of the present lot; 
(2) that the Committee be continued; (3) that the sum of $2000 be 
appropriated for its use. 


As soon as the Committee has made its recommendations to the 
Town in regard to the Lincoln School, it will be in a position to begin 
the study of three other problems: (1) the situation at the Nathan 
Rice School; (2) the situation at Felchville; (3) the situation at West 
Natick. As rapidly as it can complete its study of these problems, 
it will submit to the Town its geleecteng MARCO: in regard to their 
solution. 


XII. The Most Urgent Need 


Because the Lincoln School is in the poorest condition of repair 
of any school building in town, the Committee came to the conclusion 
that the erection of a new building to replace the Lincoln School is 
the most urgent need in the schoolhousing situation in Natick. The 
walls of this building are so old that the rain beats in through the 
rotting sills of the windows. The steam piping and radiators are worn 
out and are continually leaking. Other pipes are badly corroded. 
Because of this corrosion and the likelihood of a consequent leaking 
pipe, there is always the danger of serious damage to the boilers. In 
fact, it was only the vigilance of the janitor that prevented just such 
damage this last winter. 


The building is the third oldest school building in town. It was 
erected in 1878.. The North Natick School was built in 1868, the 
Nathan Rice School in 1873. In spite of the fact that the Lincoln 
School (formerly the old High School) was renovated in 1922, it is 
today in much poorer condition of repair than either the North Natick 
School or the Nathan Rice School. It is in such poor condition, and 
the building, even if it were in good repair, is so totally unfit for 
school use, that it would be a serious waste of money to attempt to 
do anything further with it. 


About everything that could be wrong in connection with a school 
building is wrong with this building. The grounds are much too small 
in area, slightly more than three-fifth of an acre. The building is too 
close to the street, sixty-three feet. The work of the pupils in the 
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rooms in the front part of the building is subject to the disturbing 
and distracting noises of one of the busiest thoroughfares in town. 


The building is architecturally most unattractive, ungainly, a 
piece of stuccoed patchwork on the landscape. 


The building is a tinder box. A fire escape and fire drills may 
protect against serious loss of life by fire, but they do not make the 
building panic proof. 


The lighting conditions in the schoolrooms are very poor. In not 
a single room is the lighting from one side only. In two of the seven 
rooms it is from three sides, and in the other five, from two sides. 
The result: lights and shadows and cross lights injurious to the eye- 
sight of the children. In every room the proportion of window space 
to floor area is too small, and in six of the seven rooms it is much 
too small. The lighting which should be either from the east or the 
west, except for the kindergarten, is from all four points of the com- 
pass. The room in use by the kindergarten, which should be larger 
than any of the other schoolrooms, is the smallest room in the build- 
ing. Instead of having a south or southeast exposure, as it should 
have, it has windows on the north and on the west. 


The building has no assembly hall and no playroom. The so- 
called ventilating system is grossly inadequate; in fact, it is almost 
completely ineffective. Slates falling from the roof are a menace to 
life. 


The toilets are poorly ventilated and with very little natural light 
through outside windows. The toilets are situated in the basement, 
down long flights of stairs, and, instead of being readily accessible 
from the schoolrooms, are about as far away as they could be. 


Six of the seven rooms are too large, and the ceilings in the up- 
stairs rooms are several feet higher from the floor than they need 
to be. Corridors are far too wide. The entire third floor is unsafe 
for use. The result is much waste space throughout the building. 
This waste space, combined with the exposure of the interior of the 
building to the weather, makes the building unduly expensive to heat. 
The Lincoln School has seven rooms; the East Natick School, six 
rooms and an auditorium. The two, therefore, are fairly comparable. 
It takes approximately fifty more tons of coal a season to heat the 
Lincoln School than it does the East Natick School. With soft coal 
costing $9.50, or more, a ton, the Town will be burning up needlessly 
about five hundred dollars a year so long as it continues to use the 
Lincoln School. 


XIII. The Proposed Site 


After careful study of possible locations the Committee has come 
to the conclusion that the best site for a building to replace the Lin- 
coln School is a tract of land fronting on East Central Street to the 
east of the armory, extending southerly to Pegan Brook, and includ- 
ing land at the rear of the armory; with a forty-foot right of way to 
Union Street. This land, the property of the Middlesex and Boston 
Street Railway Company, comprises slightly more than two and one- 
half acres. In addition, the Committee is recommending that the 
Town acquire adjoining land, the property of the estate of John A. 
McGarry and Philip T. Penney, estimated to be slightly more than 
seven and one-quarter acres in area; with a frontage on Union Street 
of fifty-nine feet. This adjoining land extends toward the southeast 
from the land of the Middlesex and Boston Street Railway Company. 
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Combined, the two tracts will give the Town nearly ten acres, ample 
for present schoolhousing and playground requirements in this part 
of the town, and probably sufficient for additional school accommo- 
dations, if needed, and for future development for playground pur- 
poses, for fifty or more years to come. 


This site fully meets the most important of the requisites for a 
good school site, adequate area. In the past, the Town of Natick, in 
common with many other communities, has made the mistake of 
selecting for school purposes sites too small. This lack of foresight, 
in years even comparatively recent, is now apparent. For example, 
the school grounds at East Natick are too small for use as a play- 
ground in connection with an enlarged school building that probably 
will be required in the near future, and the Committee is undertaking 
to remedy this situation by recommending that the Town acquire this 
year additional land for the enlargement of the present playground. 
Unless more land is added to the playground at the Eliot School in 
the near future, the need for increased playground facilities at this 
school is likely to become apparent before many years. 


The site near the armory that the Committee is recommending is 
one-half mile east of the stop light at the center of the town. The 
Oak Grove School is three-eighths of a mile from this stop light. The 
children who are in the elementary grades below the junior high 
school, who live between the proposed new school and the Oak Grove 
School, will attend one of these schools. With a new building on the 
site under consideration, no young child living between these two 
buildings will have more than half a mile to walk to school. 


At least forty per cent of the children at the Lincoln School be- 
long in other schools. Because of lack of space, these children have 
been crowded out of the Bacon, Nathan Rice and Oak Grove schools 
and forced into the Lincoln School. With the construction of addi- 
tional school accommodations throughout the rest of the town, a con- 
struction that must take place, if the school children of Natick are to 
be adequately housed, these children no longer will attend school in 
the part of the town where the Lincoln School is located. 


Of the remaining children who belong in the Lincoln School, 
nearly one-half live nearer the proposed site than the distances from 
their homes to the Lincoln School. Moreover, considerable areas to 
the southwest, the south, the southeast, the east, the northeast, the 
north and the northwest of the proposed site, all within a radius of 
three-quarters of a mile of that site, and all nearer that site than they 
are to the Lincoln School, have not as yet been built upon. With the 
residential growth that undoubtedly is ahead for Natick, much of this 
land will be utilized for homes from which children will attend the 
school that inevitably must replace the Lincoln School. Consequently, 
there can be no question that the site selected would be more central 
for the great majority of the children who will attend school in the 
part of the town in which it is located than a site nearer the center 
of the town. 


With a right of way from Union Street to the proposed site, this 
location will be readily accessible to the children who live on Union 
Street and to the southwest of that street. Furthermore, this right 
of way will avoid the hazards from automobile traffic that would 
exist if the children living on Union Street, and to the southwest of 
Union Street, were obliged to walk down Union Street around the 
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corner of Union and East Central Streets and then along East Cen- 
tral Street in order to gain an entrance to the proposed school. 


The Committee is recommending the purchase of the seven and 
one-quarter acres to the southeast of the land of the Middlesex and 
Boston Street Railway Company, because a portion of this land will 
be required as a part of the site for the proposed new school. The 
rest of this land, all of which can be bought for a low figure, can be 
used for playground purposes, both in connection with, and apart 
from, the proposed school. The land farthest away from the school 
can easily be flooded at a shallow depth for skating. 


XIV. The School Building 


The vote of the Town, passed at the annual meeting held in 
March, 1945, instructed the School Survey Committee to “cause to be 
prepared rough plans of ... suggested ... new buildings.” Pursu- 
ant to these instructions, the Committee engaged the services of 
Kilham, Hopkins and Greeley, a well-known firm of school architects 
of established reputation, to prepare a plan for a school building to 
be located on the selected site. Two plans prepared by these archi- 
tects are presented herewith. The first of these plans shows the loca- 
tion of the building on the site selected; the second, the floor plan. 
This plan is “suggested” only. The authority vested in the Commit- 
tee by the vote passed in March, 1945, ceased when it caused “to be 
prepared” this plan. 


This suggested building conforms to the standards of schoolhouse 
construction already set forth in this report. It is a one-story build- 
ing. It is as nearly fireproof as possible. It is the open type of school 
building, as compared with the block type. The lighting is the best 
obtainable. A schoolroom is provided for each of the first six grades 
and for the kindergarten. Toilets are readily accessible from the 
schoolrooms. The room marked on the plan, “Playroom,” has the 
stage and the seating capacity required for an assembly hall. 


Modern schoolhouse planning has done away with a basement in 
a school building as a needless expense for space below the ground 
of no value for educational purposes. Consequently, the building will 
have no basement, except for the boiler room. The corridors, eight 
feet in width, the standard for a schoolhouse of this size, avoid waste 
space. The wardrobes are in the schoolrooms under the direct super- 
vision of the teachers. Allowance is made for storage, and opportun- 
ity is afforded for special work with small groups of children, when 
necessary, in the three rooms marked on the plan, “Activity.” An 
office for the principal, a room for the use of the school nurse, a 
teachers’ room, and a kitchen for the preparation of school lunches, 
are provided. 


The school, as designed, has the unqualified approval of the 
School Survey Committee. Schoolhouse planning has developed very 
rapidly during the past few years. The building fully meets the 
requirements of the best that has been attained in elementary educa- 
tional practice. This development has been so rapid, and the achieve- 
ments already attained so great, that it is probable future improve- 
ments in elementary education will be more in the nature of refine- 
ments of existing practices rather than radical changes in procedure. 
If so, the building should continue in use for one hundred and more 
years. And even though radical changes in procedure, such as the 
teaching of reading by means of moving pictures, should become ad- 
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visable, the plan of the building is sufficiently flexible, so that there 
is sound reason for the belief of the Committee that the school, as 
projected, will prove to be adequate to meet educational requirements 

for many decades to come. 


XV. The Cost 


The vote of the Town, passed at the annual meeting held in 
March, 1945, instructed the School Survey Committee “to secure esti- 
mates of the cost of these suggested ... new buildings.” Pursuant 
to these instructions, the Committee asked Kilham, Hopkins and 
Greeley to furnish an estimate of the cost of the building, the plan of 
which has been shown in this report. Under date of December 1/7, 
1945, Kilham, Hopkins and Greeley submitted this estimate in the 
following form: 


225,000 cubic feet 
Cost about $94,500 in 1941 (42c) 


* “$126,500 today 
Equipment 9,600 


$136,100 
Fees, etc. 13,610 


$149,710 (say about $150,000) 


In presenting the above figure of $150,000, Kilham, Hopkins and 
Greeley positively advised the Committee that they could not assure 
the Committee the cost could be kept within the figure stated; that 
building materials were in short supply, costs and business conditions 
uncertain. 


In carrying on negotiations with the officials of the Middlesex 
and Boston Street Railway Company, the Committee undertook to 
arrive at a fair figure for the land it recommends that the Town 
acquire from that Company. This, it sought to accomplish by employ- 
ing John F. Murphy, an appraiser, recommended by a representative 
of the Boston Real Estate Exchange, as one familiar with real estate 
values in this section of the state. Mr. Murphy has a wide knowledge 
of property similar to the land of the Middlesex and Boston Street 
Railway Company, and has been employed frequently to appraise real 
property for The Commonwealth. After a thorough study of the 
selected site and surrounding property, Mr. Murphy appraised the 
land on a square foot basis and arrived at a figure of $9,000, which 
figure the Company has accepted as the price at which it will sell the 
land to the Town. 


The land belonging to the estate of John A. McGarry and Philip 
T. Penney, a part of which will be required for the proposed build- 
ing, can be bought for $2,000. 


The Committee recommends that the Town acquire the Middlesex 
and Boston land and the McGarry-Penney land. It recommends, 
further, that the Town appropriate a sum in excess of $150,000 for 
the construction of the building, the cost of which, because of the 
uncertain economic conditions that now exist, cannot be estimated 
accurately. The School Survey Committee believes it to be extremely 
important that the committee, under whose supervision the school. if 
voted by the Town, will be built, shall not be hampered by lack of 
adequate funds. Better the expenditure of more money now than 
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that costs should be cut to the detriment of the future efficiency of 
a building that will continue to be used for very many years to come. 


XVI. The Future of Natick 


The following figures, compiled from the manuals of the General 
Court, give the populations of the towns of Wellesley, Natick and 
Framingham at five year intervals over the last fifty years.

It will be observed that Natick with an increase in population of 
791% has lagged behind both Wellesley (increase, 315.7%) and Fram- 
ingham (increase, 168.1%). The causes are not far to seek. Two 
opposing forces have been at work in Natick. Fifty years ago, Natick 
was a manufacturing community, prominent as a shoe town. Fram- 
ingham, a railroad center, had a population a little larger than that 
of Natick. Wellesley was a row of three villages, with building of 
bedrooms for Boston going on at the Hills. During these fifty years 
the shoe industry has been steadily fading away. Efforts to induce 
factories to locate here have been largely unproductive of lasting 
results. There has been a draining away of population from this com- 
munity as the opportunities for earning a living in Natick have grown 
less. On the other hand, an increasing number of people working 
elsewhere have either bought or built homes in Natick. The net result 
of these two conflicting forces has been a relatively slow increase in 
population. 

Meantime, Framingham, strategically situated as a railroad cen- 
ter, has attracted new manufacturing and has rapidly outdistanced 
Natick in population. But the most phenomenal growth has taken 
place in Wellesley. That town has become more and more a suburb 
of Boston until at the present time the population of Wellesley for 
the first time in the history of the two towns exceeds that of Natick. 
This growth has been almost wholly residential. 


This rapid residential growth that has taken place in Wellesley 
is now expanding into Natick with increasing force. During the past 
five years many new homes have been built in the eastern and 
western parts of the town, particularly at Oakdale and in the vicinity 
of Hartford Street. The war interrupted the continuation of this 
building. Now that the war is over the pent-up demand for housing 
is finding expression in the contemplated building, to be completed at 
the earliest possible moment, of more than two-hundred seventy-five 
homes in the eastern part of the town, and at least one thousand 
homes in the western part of the town. 


If this building can be completed at all according to schedule, it 
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is conservative to estimate that more than 1300 houses will be built 
in Natick in the next two years. The erection of this number of 
houses should mean an increase in the population of Natick of at 
least 5,000 people; or over thirty per cent. of the present population 
of the town. The population of Wellesley increased nearly thirty per 
cent. between 1940 and 1945, and during the greater part of this period 
building was stopped because of the war. 


This growth is only the beginning. Natick has large areas not 
yet built upon. Few, if any, towns have greater variety and beauty 
of natural scenery. Many attractive sites for homes in healthful sur- 
roundings are still available throughout a large part of the town. If 
the population of the town no more than doubles during the next 
fifty years, Natick will be a community of over 31,000 people before 
the close of this century. If it trebles, Natick will be a community of 
over 47,000 people. The population of Wellesley has more than 
quadrupled during the past fifty years. If we assume that one- 
fourth of the area of Natick is unavailable for building because cov- 
ered by water or for other reasons, on the basis of an average of two 
homes to an acre, and allowing four members to a family, there is 
room in Natick for over 60,000 people. Within the geographical limits 
of the town, there are 15.99 square miles. Wellesley, with 10.39 square 
miles, a part of which is the large area covered by Wellesley College 
and so not available for sites for homes, cannot keep up with this 
growth. 


What the growth of Natick will be during the next fifty years, 
no one can predict positively; but with continued pressure of popula- 
tion outward from Boston, and with pressure from Framingham, sure 
to take place in the immediate future, because of the establishment 
there of a plant of the General Motors Corporation, and likely to 
continue in the more remote future because of increasing manufac- 
turing in that community, this growth is bound to be very consider- 
able. It cannot be otherwise. 


So far as possible, schoolhouse sites must be selected and school 
buildings planned, in anticipation of this growth. To wait until the 
growth has forced the building of additional schoolhouses, simply 
means increasing the ultimate expense to the Town. From time to 
time, therefore, and as rapidly as “the need seems apparent” (to quote » 
from the vote of the Town authorizing the appointment of the Com- 
mittee), it will be the duty of the School Survey Committee, if con- 
tinued in office, to recommend the acquisition of additional sites for 
schools, and the erection thereon of new school buildings. 


XVII. The Obligation 


The school building program outlined in this report will be expen- 
sive. That fact cannot be dodged. It must be faced with courage 
and determination. Eventually, further expense for schoolhouse con- 
struction will be compensated for by additional assessable property. 
Not so, however, in the immediate future, in the replacement of such 
buildings as the Lincoln School. The construction of a new building 
to replace the Lincoln School means higher taxes in Natick. It can- 
not mean anything else. There is, however, no alternative. 


Thirty thousand dollars were sunk in an effort to make over this 
building in 1922. The result: a building that is outmoded, difficult 
to heat, uneconomical to operate and a fire hazard. By erecting a 
modern school building to replace the Lincoln School, the Town will 
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have a building economical to operate, a school that will be a credit 
to the community, a building of pleasing architectural design in which 
the people of Natick can take a justifiable pride, a school that will 
attract to Natick parents who are seeking homes for their children, 
a school that will improve the work of teachers and pupils. 


The policy of replacing the Lincoln School, if continued to include 
other school buildings in town that are antiquated, and three of the 
eleven schools in use in Natick today were built before 1880 and one 
shortly after 1880, will give the town for the first time in many years 
a school plant that will compare favorably with the schools of other 
communities around Boston. Few towns, if any, can excel Natick in 
beauty of natural scenery. The town has good transportation service, 
capable of still further development. The town has good neighbors, 
good churches, a good public library, a good theatre, a good hospital, 
good town water and good streets. It has all these advantages to 
offer to prospective newcomers. But what it does not have, what it 
lacks and needs more than anything else, are more schools that are 
modern, such as the Junior High School and the schools at East 
Natick and South Natick. 


But the strongest reason for better schools in Natick is the duty 
the Town owes above all other duties, its duty to its young. The 
sacrifices that the young people of Natick, in common with young 
people throughout the nation, were called upon to make in the de- 
fense of their country in World War II for the preservation of their 
liberties and the lives and liberties of the rest of us emphasize the 
importance of youth to all of us. It was the initiative of the youth 
of America, stimulated on the playgrounds of this country, and their 
andi developed in our schools, that stood between us and 
defeat. 


Our young people cannot be too well trained for their good and 
our good. We must do our utmost to develop the intelligence of our 
children and the children of all succeeding generations. It was the 
intelligence of the people of America that supplied the force that 
finally won the war. It is this intelligence that has made the United 
States the foremost nation in the world today. And this intelligence 
must be preserved and improved at all costs, if America is to con- 
tinue a land of opportunity. Let us, the citizens of Natick, do our 
part to make this, our town, a town of opportunity by providing for 
our children and those of future generations better schools with bet- 
ter playgrounds. Let us not be blinded by the past. Let us not hold 
back. We must move forward.

REPORT OF NATICK PLANNING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR OF 1945 


Due to the complete suspension of private dwelling construction 
during the war, the first half of 1945 was in line with the limited 
activity of 1944. 


It was not long after V-E day that the activities of the Planning 
Board began to increase. Public hearings for zoning changes were 
held on July 24 and September 13, 1945. Two of the recommended 
zoning changes were adopted by the Town Meeting of October 16. 
In addition to these public hearings, numerous hearings relative to 
sub-division plans were held at various times in September and Octo- 
ber. The sub-division called “Oak Park Manor,” located on Oak 
Street, was approved by the Board on November 13, 1945. A portion 
of a sub-division called “Sherwood” was approved on January 23, 
1946. This sub-division lies off Speen Street. The last quarter of 
1945 found the Board extremely active. In addition to these hearings 
many conferences had to be held with principals involved in sub- 
division developments. It is to be assumed that this tempo will con- 
tinue with added vigor through 1946. 


The Board is of unanimous opinion that the development of off 
street parking areas are a necessity to maintain or improve business 
growth in Natick center. 


The Board has had under consideration and study the proposal 
to establish alternate single residence lot sizes of greater area. This 
is to attract to our community in potentially desirable locations resi- 
dences of the estate type that desire the protection of larger lot area. 


The Board expresses its appreciation for the whole-hearted 
cooperation afforded it by the various Town departments.

1660 photostatic copies of discharges have been made. In this 
regard, we make one copy for our permanent file, and give one copy 
free of charge to every service man and woman. If any extra copies 
are requested we charge 25 cents a copy, which money is turned into 
the Town Treasury. 


842 Veterans have been assisted and instructed in making out 
their Bonus blanks. Some Natick veterans living in other states have 
written in requesting Bonus blanks which we have forwarded to them 
with instructions for filling out. Other veterans from other states 
have written, requesting information about their respective states, 
which we have answered and also in some cases have written to the 
Adjutant General of their state requesting that copies of the Laws 
be sent to the veterans. 


37 Parents of deceased veterans have been assisted in making out 
Bonus Forms. 


We have assisted 181 veterans seeking advice on education, 
employment, insurance, medical attention and G. I. loans. 


758 telephone calls were received in the office requesting advice © 
and information. 


We have treated some of the sick service men at their homes, or 
in the doctor’s office and helped them to obtain Government hospital- 
ization. 


Assistance has been given in making out forms for Review of 
Discharges, Power of Attorney and Change of Insurance. 


Our activities have increased greatly during the latter months, so 
much so that our full time clerk has worked on an average of twelve 
to fourteen hours a day. 

We wish to thank the Honorable Board of Selectmen, the Finance 
Committee, Town Officials, Business Men, Sub Committees and 
Citizens for their cooperation and assistance.

There were 218 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 63 more than the previous year. Of these 73 resulted in per- 
sonal injuries which is 15 more than the previous year. 


During the year 3 fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in Natick, 
resulting in as many deaths, being the same number of fatal acci- 
dents as in the year 1944, but with one less death, which are sum- 
marized as follows: 


On February 19, 1945, a boy, age 16 years of Wellesley, died as 
a result of injuries he received when he was struck by a truck after 
he had alighted from another motor vehicle at Vermont Avenue on 
Worcester Street. 


A male pedestrian age 54 years died as a result of being struck 
by an automobile while he was walking in the road because the side- 
walks were heaped with snow near Kendall Lane on West Central 
Street. 

At Lupien Road on Worcester Street, on July 23, 1945, a male 
operator, age 35 years, was killed as the result of injuries he received 
when the automobile he was operating ran into the rear end of a 
parked truck. 

Remarks 


Repairs to the defective cast stone in the construction of the 
Police Building have not as yet been fully completed due to the delay 
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in securing a competent contractor who would furnish the proper 
material. 

The most menacing defects were the steps on the Park Street 
entrance to the building which are now remedied. We anticipate that 
the remainder of the scheduled repairs will be completed within the 
next year to comply with the grant made under Article 23 of the last 
Annual Town Warrant. 

Our cruisers, which have been in constant use for the past five 
years, should be replaced in the very near future. Negotiations have 
been made with an automobile dealer to trade the present cruisers 
for new cars and we sincerely hope that the necessary funds can be 
made available for such purpose. 


The present two-way radio has been out of order a great deal 
recently and it has been necessary to call upon a radio technician 
every day to endeavor to keep the same in working order. 


The Wellesley Police, who are having considerable trouble to 
obtain service from a similar set installed at approximately the same 
time as ours, are contemplating the purchase of two new receivers, 
the installation of new insulation, and the complete overhauling of 
their system at a cost of $1000.00. 


The last two radio technicians who have worked on our set state 
that it would be a poor investment to spend a large sum of money to 
repair our present set-up. They recommend the purchase of a Fre- 
quency Modulation System, similar to the system now being used by 
the State Police. They believe it would cost approximately $2000.00 
to purchase and install such a system, which would supply three times 
the present power to the cruiser units and that the cost for repairs 
would be nil for several years except for new tubes occasionally. 


As much as I dislike to ask for an increase in my appropriation, 
it appears to be my duty to recommend the purchase and installation 
of such a system if the officer in charge at the station is to be Kept 
in communication with the men in the cruisers. 


In conclusion I wish to thank those who have assisted me and 
cooperated in the work of the department.

Gentlemen: 


We wish to submit the following report of the Inspector of Milk 
and Dairies, Dr. Thomas A. Doyle, for the first ten months of 1945. 
After his death on October 15, 1945, Dr. Leo Weisz was appointed. 

Sixty-eight licenses to sell Milk and Cream in Natick were issued 
during 1945. Local Dealers, 4. Outside Dealers, 16. Stores and 
Restaurants, 48. Four pasteurization licenses were issued and twenty- 
three oleomargarine licenses. 


Approximately 5,000 quarts of pasteurized milk were sold daily 
in Natick during 1945. 230 quarts of pasteurized cream and about 
150 quarts of certified, buttermilk, and skim were sold daily. 


Each month samples were collected by our Inspector from all 
dairies selling milk and cream in Natick and examined in the Labor- 
atory by the Chemist and Bacteriologist. 105 samples were examined 
during the year. 


Local and outside dairies were inspected and scored as required 
by the State Milk Control Board. 

Food and Slaughtering Inspection. All food establishments in 
Natick were inspected by Dr. Doyle several times during the year. 
Foods consisting of meats, fish, fruit and vegetables that were judged 
unfit for sale were condemned and destroyed and reports made to the 
Health Department. Two complaints were received and investigated 
during 1945. All food establishments were found to be up to standard 
as to sanitation and refrigeration.

Report of the Inspection of Animals

The Board of Health wish to submit the following report of the 
activities of the Inspector of Animals, Dr. Thomas A. Doyle, V.M.D., 
for the period January 1, 1945 to October 15, 1945. After his death 
on October 15th, the work was taken over by Dr. Leo Weisz, V.M.D. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as re- 
quired by the Department of Agriculture, Division of Livestock Dis- 
ease Control, was made during the year. 

During 1945 seventy-seven dogs were placed under quarantine 
by Dr. Doyle for having bitten one or more persons. ‘These dogs 
were released after the regulation period of fourteen days. Seven- 
teen persons were bitten on the face or head and anti-rabic treatment 
was advised and administered in these cases. Two dogs were not 
located. 

Three hundred and thirty-nine dogs were inoculated against 
Rabies at the annual clinics held during the month of May. No cases 
of rabies were reported in Natick during the year.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


In compliance with the Town By-Laws, the annual report of the 
Board of Public Welfare for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1945, is herein submitted. 


Due to the war-created emergency there has been full employ- 
ment throughout the year for all employable persons, therefore 
assistance has been necessary in relatively few cases of those able to 
work and for a very brief period only. 


During the entire year the case load of General Welfare has 
been the lowest since 1926 and of those aided many were aged or ill 
and were not eligible for Old Age Assistance due to non-citizenship 
or not having reached the required age of 65 years. As we look for- 
ward to the year 1946, now that the war has ended, we may definitely 
anticipate a greatly increased case load. While the major needs of 
veterans and their families will be met by Federal provisions and by 
local veterans’ services, there will be unusual cases requiring Tem- 
porary Aid in full or by supplementation. Many mothers with de- 
pendent children, who have been employed in defense industries at 
good wages, will wish to return to their homes to devote full time to 
their children. That the families and individuals needing and seek- 
ing public assistance during the post war years will run far beyond 
the present total seems almost certain with the decrease in demand 
for labor and the elimination of overtime hours. Numerous workers, 
both men and women, in the older brackets, are holding jobs which 
they will have little chance to retain now that the war is over and if 
not covered by Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance they will seek Old 
Age Assistance, either supplementary or full grants. 


The recipients of Old Age Assistance have many problems which 
require the attention and services of the staff and there is an increas- 
ing demand made upon the workers’ time, many recipients needing 
additional assistance in looking after their health and welfare prob- 
lems. One of the most pressing problems in connection with the 
administration of Old Age Assistance is that of proper nursing and 
boarding home care. The Acts of 1945 made many changes in the 
Old Age Assistance law regarding support of parents by children, also 
physician of choice as well as many others all of which add greatly 
to the cost of maintaining the elderly people. It is anticipated that 
the cost of relief for the year 1946 will be increased by about thirty 
percent. ’ 

To the Clergy of the Town, the Leonard Morse Hospital and all 
who have assisted us in any way to help others, we extend our sin- 
cere thanks and refer you to the report of the Town Accountant for 
the cost of maintaining the Department for the year.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Natick: 


The School Department herewith submits its Annual Report for 
the year 1945. At the beginning of the year we were working under 
wartime conditions. Difficulties brought about by the times were still 
being encountered in increasing numbers. The armed forces were 
reaching into our High School for boys. The teaching personnel was 
still depleted by absence caused by enlistments, and replacements 
were difficult to find. Pupils, particularly in the higher grades, were 
restless and unable to concentrate on studies. Supplies of all kinds 
were hard to get and were of inferior quality at enhanced prices. 
Beginning with the opening of the Fall term in September the situa- 
tion improved because of V-E and V-J Days. The matter of atten- 
tion to studies on the part of the pupils now is not as difficult. The 
Draft Law is still in effect, but with wider privileges including the 
completion of High School courses before induction. Several of our 
teachers who were in the armed services have returned to their 
former duties. Supplies are still hard to get and still expensive, but 
this condition will be relieved within the next year, at least as far as 
the ability to procure them is concerned—prices will still be high. 


Despite the unusual conditions our schools have maintained their 
standard and indeed have made innovations which, when perfected 
and incorporated into the curriculum, will make for still higher levels 
of a rounded education for the youth of the town. 


At the formal request of the churches of the town your School 
Committee designated one hour a week for Religious Education. As 
a beginning this innovation is confined to the pupils of the Junior 
High School. Much thought had to be given to what might be the 
best time to allocate for this purpose in order not to detract from the 
studies and subjects being taught as required by State Law. It was 
finally decided on a mutually satisfactory basis between the peti- 
tioners and the School Committee and at this writing is working out 
very well. Approximately two-thirds of the Junior High pupils are 
taking this hour on a voluntary basis. Those not availing themselves 
of the privilege are following a course of study during that hour 
designed to be of benefit to them in character building. 


We regret the loss to the school system of the services of Mr. 
Harold Sears as sub-master and head of the Commercial Department 
in the Senior High School. During the absence of the Principal, who 
was in the Navy, Mr. Sears was appointed Acting Principal. He car- 
ried on the duties of the position in a highly satisfactory and credit- 
able manner. Unfortunately, his health became impaired to such an 
extent as to compel his retirement. He served the town faithfully 
and well for eighteen years and had the respect of all with whom he 
was associated. 

In the death of Miss Geehan the School System and the Town 
lost the services of one who had faithfully and efficiently performed 
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her duties for twenty-three years. Her former pupils and her asso- 
ciates recall her memory with affection. 


For many years your committee has looked forward to the time 
when the Town might see fit to take definite steps toward the elimin- 
ation of certain old school buildings and the erection of new modern 
designed structures to take their places. The School Survey Com- 
mittee, appointed last March, has spent a lot of time and study on 
the situation and will be prepared to present definite recommenda- 
tions at the March, 1946, Town Meeting for the first step. in a long- 
range program which, if followed, will be of lasting benefit to the 
Town. We advocate favorable action on the recommendations of the 
Survey Committee. 


For a more detailed account of the activities of this department 
during the past year and an understanding of its plans for the future, 
we refer you to the report of the Superintendent of Schools which is 
set forth on the succeeding pages and which has the approval of your 
Committee.

To the School Committee: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools is hereby 
submitted for your consideration. 


INTRODUCTORY 


“There should be a definite and complete realization by all mem- 
bers of our community that it is our duty to plan, provide, and pre- 
sent by the proper ways and means to the young people from kinder- 
garten through the elementary grades, the opportunity to learn those 
processes and facts that are considered essential for a better under- 
standing of the fundamentals necessary to higher education and 
everyday living. Continuous effort should be made to aid and to 
train these young people: to think clearly, to respect the opinion of 
others, to promote fair play and honesty; to be mindful of the ever- 
changing social and economic conditions and to inspire and guide 
them in their endeavors, ever bearing in mind that individuals differ 
in native capacity, rate of growth, and environmental opportunity, 
and by so doing it is our purpose to make as far as possible just 
provision for all.” 


Such a philosophy of eduction was thus formulated by a com- 
mittee of elementary teachers of our school system a few months ago 
and is so far reaching that it easily includes all phases of our public 
school education. It is the sincere hope of your administration that 
this body of principles mav continue to help in the development of 
workable programs for all of our youth. However, it should be 
thoroughly understood that it is impossible to carry out such a policy 
without the thorough and complete understanding, cooperation, and 
willingness of not only all teachers and other educational personnel, 
but all townspeople, citizens, and parents. The formation and devel- 
opment of parent-teacher associations and a parent-teacher council 
have already gone a long way in bringing about this understanding 
and cooperation. 


PART: 
THE EDUCATION OF OUR YOUTH 


First Phase 


Many of the youth of our community during the last three years 
have had the opportunity to begin their public school education at an 
earlier age than was formerly the custom. This step was made pos- 
sible by the establishment of kindergartens in the fall of the year 
1943. The School Department, realizing the very definite and unqual- 
ified values of so-called “pre-school” training, at present sponsors six 
such units, five of which are located in different sections of the town 
with one comprised of a double session. 
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STORY TIME IN KINDERGARTEN 
Kindergartens provide the opportunity for extended child-living, thereby aiding in 
proper balance and continuity in the life of each individual. Children are admitted 
to public school kindergarten at the age of four years and eight months. 


BEGINNING READING 
A good start in reading is essential. Here we see different groups of children 


matching letters and words, an important part of the reading process. The group 


at the front of the room is studying word recognition and actually reading with 
the teacher. Interest is evident. 


DEVELOPMENTAL WORK 
It is necessary in all school systems to present a program of remedial or develop- 
mental work. Here the instructor is shown using a tachistoscope, an apparatus 
designed to aid the student in proper recognition of words and word phrases. 


TESTING OF AUDITORY PERCEPTION 
The detection of hearing deficiencies is not only an important part of a physical 
education program but is essential in assisting in the development of proper 


reading processes. Here a group of elementary pupils is having its hearing scien- 
tifically tested by means of an audiometer. 


These educational units have already proved themselves to be an 
integral part of our school system, for through this child-work, train- 
ing, and guidance, our children have shown the physical, mental, and 
emotional development that tends to aid so much their entrance and 
suitable adjustment into first grade. Here in kindergarten our chil- 
dren become socially adjusted, learn to live happily and constructively 
with their associates, and at the proper time are given some of the 
basic primary fundamentals of learning. These facts, as well as the 
interest and enthusiasm of the parents and teachers, certainly war- 
rant definite consideration relative to the future development of this 
phase of public school education. The absence of kindergarten units 
in some sections of our town results in the overcrowding of units in 
other sections and at the same time brings about an undesirable 
transportation problem. All sections or parts of our community 
should have reasonable access to these desirable educational facilities. 
Pupil capacity for such a “pre-school” or “K” unit should be approxi- 
mately twenty-five pupils. However, due to existing conditions some 
units at present far exceed this capacity. Plans for future elementary 
schools must of necessity give serious consideration to suitable “pre- 
school” or kindergarten facilities, not only within the building itself, 
but also on the surrounding school property. 


Second Phase 


Present statistics show that approximately sixty-eight percent of 
our children complete one year of kindergarten before their entrance 
into first grade; in other words due to the lack of facilities for kinder- 
gartens in some sections of our community, approximately thirty-two 
percent of our young people enter the elementary school without 
having had the privilege of participating in the essential training and 
general adjustment period offered by our pre-school training units. 


We in the elementary school field have been for some time 
studying the advisability of following a policy of “continuous prog- 
ress” or “uninterrupted continuity” whenever and wherever possible. 
Such a policy does not necessarily mean the complete abandonment 
of certain standards of achievement for our elementary schools, but 
rather a complete, thorough, and continuous study of necessary 
changes and adjustment of procedures relative to the rate of growth 
of the individual. This policy, followed experimentally to some extent 
during the past year or two in our schools, has led to the develop- 
ment of new methods of pupil grouping into classes within classes 
according to an individual’s ability which has been evidenced by 
previous progress and by means of a new testing program admin- 
istered by the School Department with the aid of all elementary 
teachers, including principals as well as the helping or developmental 
teacher and others. 


The testing program as conducted in our elementary schools dur- 
ing the past year has consisted of such tests as Reading Aptitude, 
given in the kindergarten in the late spring, and in September to 
those pupils in the first grade who had not attended kindergarten or 
were new to our system. Thus evidence has been made available 
relative to the natural capacity or ability of a child to read. An 
intelligence test given for a number of years to all first grade children 
in the early fall has assisted the teacher in helping the individual 
child to become adjusted and grouped so that proper attention may 
be given him. Achievement tests have been given in all elementary 
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grades in the spring for the past two years, and a second follow-up 
intelligence test is now given to all fourth grade pupils in the fall. 
These various tests in conjunction with the physical examinations, 
given by the school doctors and nurse, as well as special tests given 
by the State Psychiatrist, tend to make up a child history which is of 
great importance to teachers in the formation of proper treatment 
and procedures for each individual under their guidance. 


Some educational systems, as previously reported, having become 
convinced that such divisions in elementary schools as grades should 
be eliminated, have adopted a policy of “continuous progress” where- 
in an individual child is allowed and helped to proceed as rapidly as 
possible according to his ability and where, after reaching a certain 
level of attainment under the same teacher-guidance, he is entered 
into another or higher elementary educational division; such proced- 
ure may take from two to four or five years. A number of large 
communities not too distant from our own have recently adopted this 
policy. In conjunction with this idea, it may be of interest to note 
that we have here in our own community, to some extent, followed 
such a policy experimentally during the past year in that a kinder- 
garten teacher was assigned the position of teaching her pupils in the 
first grade, a first grade teacher took over the second grade, and the 
second grade teacher in this same educational section is now teaching 
her second grade pupils in the third grade. Results of this procedure 
to date seem to indicate satisfactory progress, but before the com- 
plete adoption of such a program could or should be made, there 
must be an abundance of further study and research. 


A new course in science, the result of study and research by a 
committee of elementary and secondary school teachers, is being 
formulated. In fact, a general outline of the continuity of subject 
matter, time, and to some extent method of procedure, closely cor- 
related with our reading program, has already been presented to all 
grades in our elementary schools. Committees appointed some time 
ago on such phases of elementary education as arithmetic, spelling, 
social studies—history and geography, reading, science, promotions, 
and many others are still working on these various necessary phases 
of our elementary school system. Much time and study by members 
of these committees have already produced pleasing results. 


Third Phase 


The past few years, “war years,” have shown to some extent a 
slight decrease in the enrollment of both the junior and senior high 
schools. This trend has been due not only to a previous decrease in 
enrollment in the elementary grades, but to the more recent prevail- 
ing conditions of available war work which has held the interest of 
many teen-age youngsters. However, this year the enrollment of 
pupils in our school system has increased, and before long the facili- 
ties of not only the elementary schools, but of both the junior and 
senior high schools will be overtaxed, a condition which must be con- 
sidered and planned for in the very near future. 


Our secondary schools, the junior and senior high schools, have 
continued during the past year to carry out a well-rounded program 
of public school education adapted to conditions existing as the result 
of a nation at war. We now know that our country, in fact, all 
nations are at peace, even though there is much strife within particu- 
lar countries, and that our schools must adjust themselves again to 
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peacetime conditions, an adjustment necessary for the welfare of our 
entire country as well as our own community, and an adjustment that 
will aid in many ways the carrying on of a just and lasting peace for 
all nations of the world. You will find below extracts from the re- 
ports submitted by the Junior High School Principal and the Acting 
Principal of the Senior High School. 


Junior High School 


“We have acquired a fine new sound projector with a turntable 
for transcriptions. This latter feature will prove of increasing impor- 
tance as the library of electrical recordings is built up. In the use of 
both sound pictures and electrical recordings the value to the class- 
room teacher depends upon their availability. To make these teach- 
ing devices of positive value they must be owned by the school and 
thus available to the teacher at the exact time called for in the plans 
for the month or course of study. 


The Library Committee has purchased a. True-Vue which is really 
an up-to-date stereopticon, using film strip® rather than glass slides. 
There is a wide selection of film strips available, particularly in social 
studies and science. The school has purchased two dozen through the 
Library Fund. We can use several dozen more to good advantage 
and a True-Vue in each social studies and science room would be a 
good investment. : 


The addition of an audiometer gives a definite, accurate record 
of hearing deficiencies of individual pupils. By the use of this device 
much time is saved as all pupils are examined in exactly the same 
manner and the results are thoroughly reliable. 


Approximately four hundred twenty-five of the six hundred four 
pupils in Coolidge Junior High School attend religious instruction 
Wednesday morning of each school week from 8:30 until 9:25. The 
parents of these pupils have requested that they be allowed this 
privilege. These pupils report to school at 9:30. No periods of teach- 
ing are lost—the morning periods are shortened from fifty minutes 
each to forty minutes each. 


For those pupils who have not requested religious instruction a 
course in character education has been instituted. The aim of this 
course is the development of wholesome oral principles. The objec- 
tive: through emotional appeal—by means of stories, anecdotes, and 
class discussion to introduce to the pupil factual factors which will 
help to counteract the effects of wrong movies and wrong impressions 
created by newspapers and magazines. 


This course is in the experimental stage at present with a number 
of our more versatile teachers conducting the experiment. 


Another group of teachers has been assigned the study of “Educa- 
tion for All American Youth.” This publication, sponsored jointly by 
the National Association of Secondary School Principals and the 
Educational Policies Commission of the National Education Associa- 
tion, emphasizes the need for planning for the welfare of youth now. 
In this study the educational programs of the future are based on 
four fundamental assumptions: 1. Education should be planned for 
all youth, so that economic, geographical, social, occupational, and 
racial limitations may have full understanding and consideration; 
2. Education should be free, provided as a service of the State to its 
citizens; 3. Education must be suited to the personal and social needs 
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of the people it serves; 4. Education should be continuous, it should 
go on aiter youth leave school. 


It is planned to have this Study Group report their conclusions 
for discussion by the entire group at a meeting near the close of the 
school year.” 


Senior High School 


“The Selective Service Boards, after the close of World War II, 
announced that any boy under twenty years of age, who is attending 
high school, may request and will be granted deferment until he has 
completed his high school education, provided that he remains in 
school and also provided that he continues to do satisfactory work. - 
It is, therefore, unnecessary for any boy who desires a diploma from 
high school to leave before he has completed the requirements for it. 


We do not expect toc have many boys leave before the end of the 
school year to enter the Armed Services as they have been forced 
to do for some time past, Several boys have already been deferred 
under this regulation. 


The Physical Education Program for the girls is being expanded. 
This phase of our program has been somewhat curtailed. during the 
past few years primarily because of a lack of facilities since the boys 
were scheduled to use the gymnasium every day. However, adjust- 
ments have been made so that girls may now have the use of the 
gymnasium one day a week for regular classes and after school most 
afternoons. Plans are under way in the girls’ physical education pro- 
gram for intra-mural games in basketball, soccer, badminton, volley 
ball and field hockey. A few inter-scholastic contests may be sched- 
uled later this year provided the teams develop rapidly enough to 
make such events advisable. These activities and the usual gymnastic 
exercises, tumbling, dancing, archery, and the like should provide the 
girls with an interesting and profitable year. The enrollment in these 
classes has increased approximately sixty-five percent since the above- 
mentioned changes were made. There are at present about one hun- 
dred and thirty girls participating, and the number has been increas- 
ing rapidly. 


Following the custom of the past few years, a battery of tests 
was administered to the incoming sophomore class during the month 
of September. Each pupil was given an Intelligence Test, a Diagnos- 
tic Test, a Reading Test, and an Arithmetic Test. The results indi- 
cated a need in some groups for remedial work in English Grammar 
and Reading. An experiment will be carried out with one group in 
an effort to make the student error-conscious and to help him correct 
his reading habits. 


For a number of years previous to World War II, the courses in 
science and mathematics seemed to be moving further and further 
into the background. During the war various pre-induction courses 
in these same fields were brought to the front. Many schools, includ- 
ing our own, adopted them. They have been brought to your atten- 
tion in previous reports. We now have had time to evaluate these 
courses. Excellent results have been attained by them and pupil 
interest in them continues to the same degree as during the war. For 
the above reasons, and also because they will give valuable training 
for post-war activities, these courses should be retained for some 
time for some of our students. 
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However, the rapid development of such things as aviation, tele- 
vision, radar, and the atomic bomb during the past few years brings 
to the attention the need for training operators, technicians, and 
engineers to work with and on these devices, and on the inventions 
yet to come. The training for careers in these fields starts with the 
college preparatory courses in science and mathematics at the high 
school level. Too few of the students today are enrolling in these 
subjects. Many competent students seek and elect the easier courses 
which are available. If this continues, the number going on to col- 
lege and to careers as scientific and technical workers will be too few 
to meet the country’s needs. Plans are being formulated to meet 
this problem by finding some means of inducing a larger number of 
those students who are capable of mastering college preparatory sub- 
jects to elect them as part of their program.” 


Fourth Phase 


The so-called fourth phase of our public school education in this 
report includes such general divisions as art, music, health and 
physical education, athletics, school lunches, attendance, etc. Excerpts 
from the reports of the various instructors in charge are brought to 
your attention. 

Art 


“Our school system is definitely responsive to art and from the 
youngsters in the primary grades through the students of the senior 
class in high school the interest shown as well as the results obtained 
is very gratifying. This same spirit seemingly prevails with the people 
of our community as exemplified in our dealings with various organ- 
izations. The past year saw use made of the Morse Institute Library 
by the art students of the senior high school in that various works 
in pastels and charcoal were exhibited. Numerous people in their 
visits to the library attended this exhibition. 


Art classes in the high school made innumerable posters for vari- 
ous town organizations, the largest project of all being the completion 
of a Red Cross unit consisting of five hundred Christmas cards, two 
hundred and fifty tray favors, and fifty large cutouts. Favors and 
place cards were also made in cooperation with the American Red 
Cross for Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners at the Cushing Hos- 
pital. Each student took an active part in these projects with several 
members of the elementary grades volunteering their help. 


A number of the student projects received very favorable recog- 
nition and those boys and girls who are planning to make art a 
career are given a more intensive course which involves drawing from 
plaster casts, still life, the human figure, etc. In the elementary 
grades practically the same course that was presented a year ago has 
been followed, plus the use of many different problems, wherever 
possible, in order to prevent repetition and boredom.” 


Athletics 


“During the fourth war year the Natick High School Athletic 
Association continued its policy of maintaining only the four major 
sports of baseball, basketball, football, and hockey. 


Taking these athletic activities in chronological order, we can 
start by saying that hockey enjoyed its best year. Little was expected 
of the untried team at the beginning of the season and it was a pleas- 
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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL ART 
An attempt is made in the elementary school to develop within the pupil a general 
art attitude toward things seen and done. Art principles are evolved and applied 
to the various phases of the educational program. 


WORK CENTERS 
This picture might be entitled any of a number of subjects. The children are 
studying a unit on The American Indian. This involves not only. social studies, 
geography and history, but science, reading, creative work, and many other essen- 
tial elementary educational divisions. 


SUPERVISED PLAY ACTIVITY 
A certain amount of time is devoted to proper play activity during recess in all 
elementary schools. Here pupils are shown participating in well-directed recrea- 
tional games. 


ELEMENTARY ATHLETICS 
Boys of all elementary schools desiring to participate in athletics eare given 
instruction in the fundamentals of all major sports. This particular group is 
receiving instruction in touch football at the weekly meeting of boys on Saturday 
morning. 


ant surprise to all sports enthusiasts to have Natick win its first 
championship of the Eastern Massachusetts Hockey League in nine 
years. The team was invited to the Metropolitan championship games 
in Boston in March where they upset Stoneham, the tournament fav- 
orite. The following night, a tired but courageous red and blue team 
lost the State Championship to Walpole. The 1945 records reveal 
that the team won eight, lost three, and tied one. 


The record of the basketball five compared most favorably with 
the ice experts and they compiled a record of eight wins as against 
four losses. After defeating all teams in this section, Natick was in- 
vited to compete in the Tech tournament at the Boston Garden where 
it fell before the weight of Braintree, the state champions. 


The baseball team was rather handicapped for a place to practice 
since Coolidge Field was being reseeded and Whitney’s pasture 
proved too dangerous. Faced with such a lack of facilities, it seems 
that the team’s record of seven wins and five losses was most satis- 
factory. The financial returns at the games, as usual, were rather 
meager, but the annual drive for baseball support again met with 
encouragement, as over two hundred citizens took out memberships 
in this spring sport activity to help defray expenses. 


Football, king of schoolboy sports, was again successful with the 
local team notching seven triumphs while losing but one. Coolidge 
Field, the only gridiron in Natick, was in deplorable condition. The 
turf was nonexistent and the bleachers which were built to seat 
eighteen hundred fans were demolished and with such conditions in 
mind the athletic association scheduled only three home games. The 
Wellesley game, for the first time in our history, was played in Fram- 
ingham as was our Framingham Thanksgiving Day game. 


Because of the limited number of home games, no adult tickets 
were sold and the Norwood game was cancelled because of weather 
conditions. Regardless of these financial setbacks, the revenue 
derived from football will undoubtedly be sufficient to carry all sports. 


The equipment now being used in all sports is very adequate for 
protection purposes. However, I would recommend that new uni- 
forms be purchased for all athletic teams. None of the teams have 
been so provided since the advent of the war. Equipment, neverthe- 
less, is difficult to obtain and it is doubtful if any uniforms can be 
purchased before September, 1946. 


In conclusion it should be made evident that the athletic associa- 
tion is in good financial condition, our relationship with rival schools 
is excellent, our coaches are doing a splendid job in building char- 
acter, in addition to winning teams, and with the war fortunately at 
a close, all our endeavors should be enhanced, but our playing fields 
seem to be the worst in the state. It is unfortunate that our lads are 


forced to endure facilities that are dangerous and most antiquated: 


With other high schools enjoying better’playing fields and shower 
rooms and all-around facilities, the local athletic board will very 
likely recommend that all football games be played out of town dur- 
ing the coming year unless suitable provision is made for such con- 
tests.” 


Attendance 
Attendance in all of our public schools during the past year has 


maintained standards previously established. Some statistics relating 
to attendance as submitted by the attendance officer are listed below.

Health and Physical Education 
Health 


“The primary purposes of school health supervision are to detect 
and prevent the spread of communicable diseases, to promote sound 
physical dvelopment, to insure sanitary conditions in the school, and 
to educate the child in the principles of healthy living. The physical 
examinations of all pupils by the school doctors are being completed 
and recorded on the State Health Record Cards. After examinations 
are completed the parents are notified of any defects found so that 
they may be corrected. 


Children in grades one through six have been given a dental 
examination by the school dentist. The dental clinic cared for three 
hundred and eighty-seven children, performing eight hundred and 
fifty operations during the ninety-nine days of the clinic. The diph- 
theria clinic immunized one hundred and sixty-eight children and 
the mental adjustment clinic, under the supervision of Dr. Anna C. 
Wellington, tested twenty-five children. The Summer Round-Up 
Clinic was held in May. Sixty-eight children were given a physical 
examination for entrance into school in September and ten children 
were sent to the Sharon Health Camp this summer. The Home 
Nursing Course which is conducted at the Senior High School was 
completed by forty-four senior high school girls. During the year 
many children were given first aid treatment for minor accidents or 
sickness. Some were taken to their family doctor for treatment and 
others were excluded or taken home due to illness.” 


Physical Education 


The past year has seen many changes in the personnel of our 
physical education program. However, the aims and objectives of 
this department seemingly have been carried out as far as existing 
facilities have allowed. Extracts from the reports of our present 
instructors are given below. 


“In grades one through three games of simple organization, sing- 
ing games, simple relay races, story plays and simple folk dances are 
included in the program. Attention is given to posture in relation to 
correct sitting and standing positions both by the classroom teachers 
and by the supervisor. The morning recess continues to be a period 
of organized play. In addition ten minutes are devoted to physical 
activities in the afternoon session. 


In grades four through six the boys and girls are separated for 
most activities. These activities for the boys include games of the 
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soccer type in the fall, the basketball type in the winter, the baseball 
type in the spring, as well as track and field events in the spring. 
The girls’ activities include games of the dodgeball type in the fall, 
basketball type in the winter, softball type in the spring, as well as 
track and field events. The morning recess is a period of free play. 
The afternoon recess plus the ten minutes allotted to physical educa- 
tion are combined to give a physical education period of twenty 
minutes. In most of the elementary schools grades four through six 
are combined into two groups, one of boys and the other of girls. 
The Iowa revision of the Brace Motor Ability test has been given to 
all boys and girls of grades four through six. 


Boys of the elementary schools are interested in touch-football, 
basketball, and baseball. The elementary teams compete with one 
another on Saturday mornings throughout the school year. Boys 
from the high school varsity teams are given the opportunity to show 
their ability in leadership by coaching one of the elementary schools. 
The older boys are given credit for their duties as coaches which 
provides an added interest.” 


“In the Junior High School, girls’ division, it is our aim to teach 
coordination, mental and physical alertness, self-control, physical 
efficiency, social acceptibility, good-sportsmanship, neatness and order, 
and leadership through the medium of Physical Education. Ultimate- 
ly, all of this is achieved although sometimes unknowingly on the part 
of the pupils by the program that is followed. 


Marching tactics develop a keener response, physically and men- 
tally, to commands. The exercises given are selected for better pos- 
ture alignment and also aid in the development of muscle tone and 
elasticity as well as coordination. Games are chosen for interest 
mostly and close proximity to achievement and skill. In fact, practi- 
cally all the elements of favor are found in organized games. Folk, 
square, and social dancing develop grace, response to rhythm, and 
poise. In social dancing especially, as taught to the ninth grade girls 
and boys, the barrier of shyness and apprehensiveness is broken down. 
Stunts and tumbling promote agility and quickness of movement as 
well as containing an element of high interest and enjoyment. Lastly, 
rope and ring skills strengthen the back, arms, legs, and stomach 
muscles as well as helping to answer the fondness of all children for 
swinging and climbing.” 

“In the boys’ division of the Junior High School, we find that 
most of the boys are very active in the intra-mural program and in 
their own free play after school. However, they do get a condition- 
ing drill at the beginning of each class consisting of a vigorous calis- 
thenics period. A few boys do carry excessive weight and for this 
reason they are given a more extensive program. 


Coordination is best achieved through the medium of tumbling, 
building of pyramids and apparatus work. Each of these activities 
is particularly stressed for three weeks during the winter months 
and is used intermittently throughout the year. Apparatus work, 
especially, develops courage as implied by the name “Courage Vault” 
in reference to one of the skills on the horse. Boxing also is a great 
test of courage. 


Good sportsmanship has been stressed throughout the year and 
ample opportunities to observe it are possible in the intra-mural sports 
program as well as in the gymnasium. For many boys participation

in team play is experienced for the first time in Junior High School 
and much time is given over to the understanding of good sportsman- 
ship and teamwork. Team play does require a great deal of practice 
and after emphasizing its value the boys usually strive to attain it. 
Poor sports are unpopular and it has been an easy task for us to over- 
come this undesirable trait.” 


“All high school girls electing physical education have been given 
a battery of five motor ability tests in order to rate their physical 
ability as well as physical educatability. It is planned to give these 
tests again in January and in June so that the individual girl will be 
able to see her progress in physical strength and ability during the 
year. Those girls low in these tests are given special help. 


The fall sports include field hockey and soccer. This year these 
sports had to be omitted due to the lack of facilities. Basketball will 
be offered as a team game during the winter as well as badminton 
and possibly bowling. The program includes volleyball and softball 
for the spring games as well as archery. In addition to sports in the 
program, tumbling, exercises, stunts, and apparatus work will be 
given. 


It is to be hoped that through this program both in the elemen- 
tary and in the high school that the children will improve in strength, 
agility and coordination as well as in health and stamina. The test- 
ing will help to determine the efficiency of such a program.” 


“Every boy in the high school in September is given a complete 
physical examination by the school doctor. An eye test is given and 
heights and weights are taken by the physical instructor. A physical 
strength test is given every boy to determine his strength and a simi- 
lar test is given in May to determine the degree of improvement the 
student has made. 


A typical daily program in a gymnasium class consists of a warm- 
up period (stressing exercise for the large muscle group), followed by 
an instructional period on skills such as tumbling, boxing, wrestling, 
apparatus, marching, basketball, soccer, volleyball, football, and base- 
ball. The last part of the day’s program is devoted to individual and 
team games which are taught and played. Instructional films will be 
shown on many of the above skills as well as those relating to health. 


Our afternoon program provides an opportunity to all boys who 
are in good standing to participate in varsity and junior varsity sports, 
football, basketball, hockey, and baseball. In gymnasium classes all 
boys enter into inter-squad competition of touch-football, basketball, 
and baseball. Inter-class competition will be held in basketball, box- 
ing, wrestling, and volleyball.” 


Recreation and Correctives for the Special Class 


“Three hours of instruction in physical education each week is 
given to the special class. Height, weight, and vision tests have been 
administered. Three group lessons have been given in corrective 
work and each pupil has been judged separately in an effort to deter- 
mine the degree of postural deficiency. The likes and dislikes as well 
as the social and mental aspects of each pupil have been determined. 
Of the eighteen boys and girls in the class, nine have been found to 
have a physical handicap of some sort. These handicaps include 
speech faults, unbalanced vision, and structural defects. Eight of this 
group are in need of and receive individual help. This is accom- 
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plished by four of the eight meeting twice a week and the remaining 
four meeting once a week for special help in this phase of physical 
education. A recreation period is provided once a week where the 
entire group has a chance to play games under teacher guidance.” 


Music Department 


“Considerable progress has been made in vocal music in the 
grades in respect to the rudiments of music reading. Two and three 
part harmony can only be accomplished where a true understanding 
of these factors is maintained and much fine work is being done by 
the grade teacher who is the sole arbitress of the daily progress of 
her class. 


The Junior High music program has had a slight upset in that it 
was necessary that the boys and girls be divided into separate classes 
in some cases. For best all-around result it is our hope that the 
classes may be kept together in the future. A new supplementary 
textbook has been introduced in the eighth grade and has proved to 
be a most worthwhile and interesting addition. 


Many more girls reported for the All-Girl Chorus this year than 
the required number and as a result it was necessary to adhere to a 
competitive test for the best voices. This chorus gave two concerts 
at Cushing General Hospital during the past year and has been 
engaged again for this year. This group has also appeared before 
the Natick Woman’s Club. Now that transportation difficulties are 
over the club will undoubtedly fill many more engagements. 


Instruction in band and orchestral instruments is continuing in 
the grades as well as instruction for the members of the bands and 
orchestras of the secondary schools. ;The high school band has had 
many new members from the junior high school which has necessi- 
tated considerable field work for its part in the football program. 
The rehearsal period at present is not the best period of the day to 
serve all pupils in both schools, thereby necessitating special rehears- 
als. It is hoped that a better time may be found for these practice 
periods.” 

Developmental Work 


“More work has been accomplished during the past year due to 
the fact that this program is now well established, and that all con- 
cerned seem to have recognized the value, the advantages, and the 
growth of such a program. ‘Too, it is gratifying to realize that 
parents seem pleased that when necessary their children have a 
chance to be helped individually. 


The schedule of visitations for this developmental work is for 
two weeks the first visit, one week the second visit, and two weeks 
the third and fourth visits, making a total of seven weeks spent in 
helping the children concerned in each one of our elementary schools. 
This program of visitations seems to be very satisfactory. The 
approximate individual helping time for each visit is twenty-five 
minutes and usually two pupils with the same reading or arithmetical 
difficulties are helped together. In those buildings where space is 
available, groups of from four to seven are given remedial work in 
arithmetic or phonics as the case may be, thus giving an opportunity 
for more pupils to be so instructed. Very often at the end of a two- 
week period the remedial difficulty has been of a minor nature and 
has been cared for. This naturally allows another child to replace 
the one helped at the next visit. 
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HOME TRAINING 
Youth of school age physically unable to attend school may receive training at 
home through a certified instructor appointed by the public school system. Here 
a pupil is being given educational instruction while still hospitalized. 


LUNCH TIME 
Well-balanced school lunches are served to many pupils at little cost. This pic- 
ture shows a typical group of elementary school children participating in this 
health-giving program. 


One of the reasons why many children have reading difficulties, 
especially in grades two and three, is because of lack of ear training 
or auditory defects, although there have been several cases of poor 
eyesight and some of malnutrition. 


Along with the work of the helping teacher during the past year 
has gone the assistance of administering intelligence tests and read- 
ing aptitude tests as well as the compiling of various test results such 
as reading rate, learning rate, reading level, mental age, etc. This 
data or case history, as it is called, is available for use by all class- 
room teachers. 


A program of developmental work seems to be essential in any 
school system and with the continued cooperation of those concerned, 
worthwhile results should continue.” 


Home Training 


“The school committee of every town shall annually ascertain 
under regulations prescribed by the department, after consultation 
with the commissioners of public health and welfare, the number of 
children of school age and resident therein who are physically handi- 
capped. In any town where, at the beginning of any school year, 
there is a child of school age resident therein so physically handi- 
capped as to make attendance at a public school not feasible, and who 
is not otherwise provided for, the school committee shall employ a 
teacher or teachers on full or part time, who shall, with the approval 
in each case of the department and said commissioners, offer instruc- 
tion to each such child in his home or at such place and under such 


conditions as the committee may arrange.’—General Laws, Chapter 
71, Section 46A. 


As a result of this revised law a teacher approved by the State 
Department of Education has been employed on a part-time basis for 
the instruction of such physically handicapped children. Since the 
opening of school in September of this past year, home instruction 
has been given to five children of this community. 


School Lunches 


Again during the past year, school lunches have been made 
available to pupils in some of our elementary schools. This program 
is sponsored by the town in conjunction with the War Food Admin- 
istration. 


During the year September, 1944 through June, 1945, 52,098 com- 


plete hot meals, Type “A”, were served to an average of 301 children 
each day of the 173 school days, as follows: 


School Meals Daily Average 
West Natick 18,001 104 
Felchville 20,407 118 
East Natick 13,690 79 


These three units employed eight women. The fee for children’s 
meals is ten cents and the Federal subsidy amounts to nine cents per 
meal. 


Due to the retirement of Miss Bertha Randall, who for many 
years served hundreds of students, the Senior High School cafeteria 
was added to the lunch program effective March 21, 1945, and Type 
“B” and “C” lunches were served. One woman is employed at this 
unit.” 
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General 


Emergency requirements of the school housing or physical divi- 
sion of our school system during the past few years have been in- 
creasing at an alarming rate. Many antiquated and wornout fixtures 
have had to be replaced. Among these during the past year may be 
included parts of heating systems at various schools, the roof at the 
old Lincoln School, repair and replacement of electrical wiring, a 
furnace at the North Natick School, lining of the main chimney at 
the East Natick School, repair and replacement of locks and other 
items as the result of new and revised safety laws pertaining to 
public buildings, as well as other necessary items. It is again for- 
tunate in a way that some materials for the proposed remedial pro- 
jects were still not available due to prevailing conditions, thus making 
sums of money available for these necessary emergencies. 


A School Housing Survey Committee, appointed as a result of 
the regular Town Meeting, has been working diligently during the 
past year on the physical aspects of the public school system. It is 
suggested again that Natick is in definite need of many new school 
buildings and that a progressive program of schoolhouse construc- 
tion should be immediately adopted by our community. 


War conditions during the past few years have curtailed, in fact, 
practically eliminated, the replacement of various machines for our 
commercial, woodworking, machine, foundry, printing, and other 
departments. It is now necessary to start on an efficient program of 
replacement and modernization of these various machines so that we 
may continue to rank with the highest in these fields. The process 
of continuing development in the field of audio-visual aids should be 
carried on so that eventually all of our schools may have their share 
of films, slides, maps, charts, and other materials, as well as the 
necessary machines, sound projectors, film strip machines, etc. that 
must be available in all schools to make proper use of the methods 
and implements of modern education. 


Conclusion 


The schools of our country have made an enviable record during 
the past few years by their cooperative efforts in helping a nation at 
war. The educational system of our own community, pupils and 
teachers, the entire personnel, has given unstintingly of its time, ener- 
gy, and knowledge to the many projects which have been declared 
so important in helping to bring about the successful completion of 
those warring activities which had practically smothered the world. 
We now find ourselves suddenly confronted by innumerable new 
problems brought about by a nation at peace, problems that have not 
only local and national interest but world significance as well. We 
as a nation and as a community can no longer be content within our- 
selves but rather must we be a working part of an united world 
organization. And so we in the field of education do again pledge 
ourselves, this time to the problems and to the successful develop- 
ment and fulfillment of a lasting world peace. 


In closing, I offer my sincere appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee and the personnel of the entire school system for their cooper- 
ation and help during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The end of the war has come and we know that we are living in 
a new era, so new that ‘Modern man is obsolete.” What has it meant 
to libraries? Our routines go on just as do those of the millions of 
families in the United States who still, in spite of world upheaval, 
are plagued with their little individual problems of how to earn a 
living, how to live satisfactorily on their income, how to live at peace 
with each other, and even how to occupy their spare time. A few 
more problems are added such as the adjustment of the returning ' 
veteran, how we are to keep the peace, what tools are to be used, 
what adjustments are to be made, and last but not least where homes 
are to be found. 


These are all problems with which the libraries are familiar and 
the Morse Institute has continued through 1945 to build up its collec- 
tion of books and music to meet the needs of its borrowers. It has 
been adding books on aviation, radio, engineering, real estate, home 
building and home furnishing. During the year a large amount of 
material, both books and pamphlets, for the returning veteran was 
purchased. The circulation of war books has already fallen off, and 
books on post war planning cannot entirely take their place. They 
haven’t the adventure and glamour content for the young. So fewer 
books are read, but what reading there is, is more purposeful and 
thoughtful. 


So far our library has seen no startling change in the demands 
made upon it. Some of the veterans are home and frequenting the 
library as they did before 1942. A few have asked for vocational 
material but not many. They seem to know what they want to do, 
if they are not already back at school or at their old jobs. Of course 
all have not yet come back, and we may find the situation changed 
later. 


The bulk of our reference work is still with the High School 
pupils, and fiction has continued to represent a large percentage of 
our circulation. When one considers that fiction is read by men and 
women, boys and girls, of all ages and classes that is not surprising. 
Books on electricity will be called for by the few boys or men whose 
interests lie in that direction and one such book may keep a boy busy 
for two weeks, but if the same boy is reading western or mystery 
novels he would read two or more in that same length of time. This 
can be said of books on music, psychology or any other subject. 


In common with most librarians I do not think that fiction as such 
needs any apology. It is a necessary part of every individual’s educa- 
tion. Through its media public opinion can be roused to end abuses, 
as witness Dickens’ novels, “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” or, in our day, 
“Grapes of Wrath.” Then a person who could not be induced to read 
a book of travel will, in spite of himself, know something of China 
and Mexico after reading, for instance, Mrs. Hobart’s novels of those 
countries. Reading a good novel is the very best way of getting a 
sympathetic insight into the lives and minds of people who are foreign 
to us. So fiction can do much toward making good world citizens. 
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We have added to our reference collection this year Compton’s 
Pictured Encyclopedia, the Pan American Year Book, Who’s Who 
and a new Funk & Wagnall’s Dictionary as well as the usual States- 
man’s Year Book, World Almanac and three encyclopédia annuals. 
Our reference room continues to be a busy place. The non-fiction 
read there does not count in our circulation but the results are shown 
on the pupil’s report cards. 


Books for the soldiers were sent twice during the year to the 
Massachusetts Victory Book Committee, and about two thousand 
magazines were given us for the Merchant Marine. 


We were very proud to have Mrs. Harry Bosworth give a read- 
ing of her story, “Granny’s Egg Money,” on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 14. The reading was given in our lecture hall under the auspices 
of the literature committee of the Woman’s Club, of which your 
librarian is chairman. In spite of inclement weather there was a very 
good audience. 


In their fourth year of work in our Trustees’ room the ladies of 
the Production Department of the Natick Chapter of the Red Cross 
have been as busy as ever, and with conditions as they are in Europe 
the end of such work is not in sight. We were fortunate in having 
a room available for the registration of Nurse’s aides. 


Our children’s library is a very bright sunny room, well equipped, 
and well stocked with the best books of yesterday and today. It is 
something of which Natick residents can be proud. But the value of 
that room to the children is far greater than meets the eye—it is in 
the intangibles that through Mrs. Frye and Mrs. Burleigh are being 
given the children—understanding, sympathy, eyes opened to the 
beauties of nature, courtesy, tolerance, morale. And this last year 
we have had as substitute Mrs. Anne Davis Rinehart who fits in so 
beautifully to the atmosphere of the place and who makes lovely 
posters for the joy of us all. 


The following is Mrs. Frye’s report: 


During the year 1945 the Children’s Department has carried on 


much the same as in the past except for a few changes and additions. 
‘The usual Girl Scout classes were held and were well attended 


for six weeks. 


There were art exhibits from both Junior High and High School 
that attracted many visitors. 


A Book Week Tea was held in November. The Junior High and 
elementary school teachers were our guests. 


The school book collection has been sent out at regular intervals 
and we have supplied the summer reading for scout camps. 


Mrs. Burleigh has the weekly Tuesday Story Hour for the 
younger children. Mrs. Amy Christie has the Wednesday Story Hour 
for the older boys and girls, which has proven successful. 


The usual selection of books from the Adult and Children’s 


departments is still taken every Wednesday morning to the Junior 
High school. 


The branches were handicapped this year by five days of heavy 
snow making the roads to the various school buildings impassable and 
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the delivery of books impossible. With five days less than their regu- 
lar schedule it is not strange that the branches should show a loss 
of 483 in circulation. The figures for the last two years are given:

Judging from letters received by the library there is an aroused 
interest in the “cleft” or “split rock” of Thomas Hooker fame. It 
must be because of the Harral Ayres book, “The Great Trail of New 
England” with its subtitle “The Old Connecticut Path.” The “split 
rock” is on Miss Jane Patten’s property on Eliot Street in South 
Naick. Tradition says that in 1635 a party bound for the Connecticut 
River “camped on the high ground near a cleft rock by the side of a 
brook which empties into the Charles River a short distance from the 
rock.” We also received a request from as far west as Idaho for 
information about the “praying Indians.” 

Our magazine list for 1945 had a few changes. “Q.S.T.” and 
“School Arts” were dropped but the “Foreign Policy Bulletins and 
Reports” were added, as well as “Yankee Magazine” which resumed 
publication for the first time since 1943. 


“Advance” and the “Missionary Herald” were again given to us 
by Miss Bertha Randall; “America” by the Catholic Woman’s Club; 
“Catholic Digest” by Judge and Mrs. Quinn; “Church Militant” by 
St. Paul’s parish; “Federation Topics” by the Woman’s Club; “Chris- 
tian Register” by Mr. Horace B. Gale; “National Historical Maga- 
zine” by the Natick Chapter of the D.A.R.; “Forth” by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Episcopal Church; “Massachusetts Teacher” by Miss 
Myrtle Markham and the Sunday N. Y. Times by Mrs. Marjorie 
Frye. The “Churchman,” “Herald of Holiness,” “Signs of the Times” 
and the “Watchman Magazine” were also presented to us. 


The “Elks,” “Life and Health,’ “Living Tissue,” “National 
Humane Review,” “Rotarian” and “Rosicrusian Digest” are still given 
us by their respective organizations or publishers. 

We wish to express our gratitude to St. Patrick’s Catholic Book 
Club, Miss Scotta Weymouth, Mrs. Lewis Whipple, Miss Agnes Has- 
sett of Brookline, Mrs. James Vance, Mr. A. L. Hanson of Lexington 
and Mr. Albert Herling for books presented to the library. 

The gifts of flowers from Mrs. George Sweet, Mrs. Horace Gale 
and Mrs. Raymond Huntocn were lovely and were greatly appreciated 
by both the staff and the public. 
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We should like to thank Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Wight for their 
kindness in supplying us with the year’s Natick Bulletin for binding. 


We are grateful to the Natick Bulletin and the Natick Herald 
for the gifts of their respective papers to the library and for the space 
given us for our column. 


As always I am very grateful for the cooperation and support 
that has been given me by the Trustees and for the loyalty of the 
' staff and Mr. Swanson.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the twenty-fifth annual report of the Com- 
missioners. Two very important matters are now being considered 
by the Board which we believe should receive immediate action. 


For some time past the State Board of Health have been urging 
the Board to take some action relative to chlorinating the sewage 
effluent, which is the liquid from the treated raw sewage, before being 
discharged into Bannister Brook thence into the Sudbury River and 
finally into the sea. 


The reasons being given are the elimination of objectionable 
odors, difficulty of controling bathing, especially among children, and 
the increasing amount of sewage now being treated in this area. 


Unless favorable action is taken there is a possibility that some 
legislation may be adopted that would eventually compel both Natick 
and Framingham to abandon the present sewage disposal plants and 
be forced to connect with the Metropolitan sewerage system or take 
some other method of disposing of the sewage with an annual cost 
several times greater than at the present time. 


Through the efforts of the Board, and other towns interested, a 
bill to divert the waters from Lake Cochituate and the Sudbury River 
to the Charles River was defeated in the State Legislature this year. 
If this bill had been allowed to pass it would have very seriously 
affected Natick as it is very necessary to have a steady flow of water

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in Bannister Brook and the Sudbury River in order that the effluent 
from the sewage disposal plants, in this area, will be steadily carried 
to its destination especially during the summer months. 


Obviously the result might be the uncovering of the shores of 
Lake Cochituate causing a large amount of decaying matter which 
would be a very serious health problem. 


Under the original acts there is no right to take any water from 
Lake Cochituate or the Sudbury River except for the purpose of fur- 
nishing a supply of pure water to the City of Boston. 


The report submitted to the Board relative to the investigation 
for additional water supply which was authorized under Article 15 of 
the March 1945 Town Meeting, recommended that several pump units 
be installed. 


Owing to the scarcity of material we think it advisable to com- 
plete only one unit this year which could be located very near the 
present pumping station and the remaining units could be completed 
in the near future. 

Highway Division 

The highways have given very little trouble during the year and 

are in very fair condition. 


Draper Street, having been accepted at a Special Town Meeting 
held in October 1944, has been constructed under the Betterment Act. 


The drain west of Temple Street has been improved with a 
36-inch pipe and the arm of Pegan Brook, off East Central Street, 
has been improved with a 24-inch pipe. 

Sewer Division 

The main sewer lines have been flushed during the year-and have 
given very little trouble on account of leakage. 
Water Division 


The main water lines are in very good condition and we have had 
very little trouble on account of leakage. 


The six inch cast iron main in Fairview Avenue (Fairview Ter- 
race) was extended 575 feet east. 


Hydrants 


One hydrant was installed on the north side of Fairview Avenue 
(Fairview Terrace) 100 feet west of Lakeview Avenue.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees have pleasure in submitting their report for the 
year ended December 31, 1945. 


Prevailing conditions have made 1945 the most trying year in the 
history of the Institution. Greater demands on the facilities of the 
Hospital, coupled with the shortage of nurses and other personnel, 
created a very serious problem. At times it seemed that all services, 
except emergencies, would have to be curtailed. Many hospitals had 
been forced to take this drastic action. But fortunately, every depart- 
ment of our Hospital has managed to function normally, due to the 
loyalty and efficiency of the personnel, the able assistance of the Red 
Cross Nurses Aides and the encouraging support of an understanding 
community. 


The number of admissions reached a new high of 1,930—145 more 
than in 1944. At times this meant over-crowding and often a waiting 
list, but we are happy to report that all emergencies were met. The 
income from private and ward private services increased, while the 
income from ward services decreased. The total number of births 
was 328, against 332 in 1944—a decrease of 4. The average stay in 
the Hospital per patient was 9.2 days. 


The need for additional beds has been recognized by the Trustees 
since 1941. At that time, action on the plans for an addition drafted 
by an architect had to be postponed on account of the war. It now 
is felt imperative to proceed and definite progress has resulted from 
ten eet meetings with the Staff devoted to the consideration of all 
details 


The problem, obviously, is to devise ways and means to finance 
the addition, providing the maximum number of beds at the lowest 
possible cost. The addition must be kept within the capacity of the 
present heating plant, kitchen facilities and laundry. It is expected 
that the Nurses Home will have to be enlarged to accommodate the 
increased bed capacity. 


The joint meetings with the Staff have been of great value. The 
practical suggestions advanced and developed by the doctors are most 
helpful to the Trustees. 


The architects have submitted several plans incorporating the 
suggestions of the Doctors, ranging in cost from $197,000 for a 78-bed 
capacity to $445,000 for a 100-bed capacity. These estimates include 
necessary work related to the main project, such as changes in the 
Nurses Home, erection of temporary quarters, the razing of the pres- 
ent maternity ward and the building of the new maternity section. 
Some special appeal for funds to finance such a building project 
seems clearly indicated. As yet, no final decision has been reached 
as to the extent of the building addition, but the study of all phases 
is being continued. In the face of very drastic increase in building 
costs, your Trustees hesitate to make a final decision. 


Although busy with plans for an addition, your Trustees have not 
181 


overlooked maintenance of the existing plant. The routine painting, 
small repairs and replacements have been completed by the employ- 
ees. It was necessary to replace piping in the Nurses Home. The 
buildings in general are in good repair. An Electrocardiograph was 
added this year and a new Tumbler installed in the Laundry to re- 
place the old one. 


The financial situation is becoming acute and it is more difficult 
to pay bills promptly. Due to the Chickering Fund and other Funds, 
it has been possible to carry on without an appropriation from the 
Town since 1921, but the increased cost of doing business is creating 
a real financial problem. 


The work of the Ladies’ Aid Association continues to be an ex- 
ceptional contribution to our community. Cooperation of this type 
is most reassuring and we gratefully acknowledge our appreciation 
of this splendid organization of our townswomen. 


The service rendered by the Red Cross Nurses Aidés has been 
indispensable. They have given freely of their time, regardless of 
their home and business responsibilities, to supplement the regular 
nursing staff, so that those requiring hospitalization might be helped. 
The Trustees express their deepest gratitude to these faithful volun- 
teer workers.

The cooperation and sacrifices of the entire personnel have 
kept the Hospital up to the high standard necessary for the approval 
oF aS American College of Surgeons and we extend our sincere 
thanks. 


The many acts of kindness and generosity shown the Hospital 
by individuals and organizations, acknowledged in the Manager’s 
Report, are greatly appreciated by your Trustees.

It is a pleasure for me to present the forty-seventh annual report 


of the Leonard Morse Hospital. 


The year began with a House Patient Census of 35. Admissions 
during the year totaled 1,930, representing a ten percent increase over 
the previous year. There were 1,917 patients discharged during the 


year, leaving a census of 48. 


Forty-six percent of the admissions 


were surgical, thirty-six percent were medical and eighteen percent 


obstetrical.

The 
ending of the Wars in the world, however, give us hope of a happier 
and brighter future. 


The Medical Staff has given generously of time and service and 
excellent medical and surgical care throughout all Departments. 
Doctors Taddeo, Hadden, Twadelle, Gilbert, Broderick, Stagg and 
Rosenberg have returned from Military Service and we are pleased 
to have them with us again. 


Doctor Folke W. Wiklund has returned to our X-Ray Depart- 
ment as Roentgenologist after three years with the Armed Forces in 
the European Theatre. We are glad to have him with us again and 
we also wish to express our appreciation to Doctor Robert Vance 
who so generously served us during the War years. 


Charles Branch, M. D., former Dean of Boston University School 
of Medicine, who was covering for our Pathologist during his Mili- 
tary Service, has been appointed Director of the Children’s Hospital 
and Rudolph Osgood, M.D., an associate in Doctor Branch’s office, 
is carrying us along for the present. 


In the Nursing Personnel, the Maternity Supervisor, Miss Kath- 
erine Morse, resigned to be married. Miss Morse is a graduate of 
the Leonard Morse Hospital and had been connected with the hos- 
pital for over twelve years. She was the Supervisor on the Maternity 
Floor for the past five years and her Department was one of the 
excellent units in the hospital. Miss Madeline Smellie, formerly 
Assistant to Miss Morse, is now in charge of the Maternity Section 
and has as her Assistant, Miss Lillian Mutch, a graduate of the 
Framingham Union Hospital. The personnel in other hospital depart- 
ments has remained the same. 


The Blue Cross patients during the past year were approximately 
forty-five percent of our total admissions. The hospital, as well as 
the individual subscriber, is greatly benefited by this organization. 


The Ladies’ Aid Association has been active as usual and much 
interested in the hospital and its patients. It furnished flowers for 
the Ward throughout the year, gifts for the patients and candy for 
the nurses at Christmas. Also, five hundred and fifty dollars was 
voted for desirable new equipment for the hospital. 


The local Fire Department has continued to house the Peraretstce 
and to be on call for twenty-four hours a day. During the past year 
there were two hundred and twenty-four ambulance calls. The Police 
Department has been most cooperative when we needed assistance, 
as has the Department of Public Works. We appreciate their kind 
assistance and thank them all. 


Gifts and donations are listed separately in this Annual Report. 
The hospital is proud of its many friends, thanks them, and hopes to 
continue to merit their generosity.

I wish to report the planting of ninety Maple trees (Norway and 
Sugar). Part in the Oakdale section and in vacancies around the 
center of the town. 


We have at present twenty Maple trees heeled in for spring 
planting.

The trees of the town are the same as any other town that was 
in the path of the hurricane. Seven out of ten have broken stubs 
which invite rot, ants or both. We hope for a project in the near 
future to save our street trees. 

‘The Dutch Elm disease is gradually moving deeper into our state, 
but is still more or less confined to Berkshire County. There is not 
much change in the manner of combat other than to name the Elm 
Bark Beetle as the carrier and to burn all Elm lying around on the 
ground.
